HOME-CURING OF MEAT. 


Meat that is allowed to freeze on 
tho surface before the animal heat 
has escaped from the interior, will 
not have so pleasant a flavor as if 
cooled off gradually. Meat ceases to 
jtake salt when the temperature. falls 
below 36 degrees, Farenheit, so dry- 
curing must therefore be carried on 
jin a room the temperature of which 
does not long’ remuin below 36 
degrees. The principal ingredient of 
lal mixtures for curing meat is salt. 
:Meat can be cured with salt alone, 
but not without it. Saltpetre con- 
stitutes a part of most mixtures for 
curing meat. The specific effects of 
saltpetre are to extract the blood 
quickly to impart a bright red color 
to the lean meat, and give firmness 
‘to the meat, and to neutralize un- 
pleasant flavors. Of course a too 
liberal allowance of saltpetre makes 
the meat dry and hard. Sugar has 
strong preservative power, and gives 


the meat a mild flavor. Pepper is 
used only for its flavor. Smoking 
lis used both as a preserver and for 


jits desired flavor. 

The best formula for curing both 
beef and pork would he 10 pounds of 
salt, 3 pounds of sugar, and 4 ounces 
of pulverized saltpetre. Cut your 
‘meat into desired pieces, and 
rub each piece well for about 
three minutes until you notice the 
sult kind of melts. Then, if you 
only have a few pieces, put them in 
a crock right soff; if a lot, leave on 
the table to next day well covered 
over for flies or dust.. Spread a 
layer of the mixture one-eighth of an 
inch over and between. After five 
days you go through the same pro- 


cess, and again after ten days. All 
the blood and uric acid will then 


have been extracted, so there is no 
use for more saltpetre, but you could 
put in some pepper. At the end of 
fifteen days, pieces not exceeding ten 
pounds would be sufficiently salted. 
Pieces over that should be given an- 
other rubbing and pieces you want to 
keep over two months. Brine salting 
is better for large quantities. The 
same formula as for dry salting is 
used, the meat to be rubbed the same 


way with a mixture of salt and 
saltpetre, and packed in a clean 
barrel. Pack your meat close to- 


gether, every little space fill up 
with salt, then make your brine. 1 
prefer the boiled brine ,and make it 
strong enough to float an egg. and 
of course put sugar nnd saltpetre in. 
The brine must be cold before being 
put on the meat. The brine must be 
changed after 5, 10 and 15 days. 
You can make new, or you ean boil 
the old brine, but skim very — eare- 
fully bit of foreign matter 
that comes to the top. After that 


cool off and pour on the meat.

HUNDREDS OF ALIENS ALLOWE 
TO VOTE 


Hundreds of British Subjects Were 
Distranchised. Instructions issued 
to Eleetion Clerks That Any Man 
Whose Name Appeared on Doctored 
Lists Should Vote. 


A complete exposure of the meth- 
ods by which the Seott government 
carried the last Saskatchewan elec- 
tions was made by Hon. Robert 
Rogers, Minister of Public Works, 
speaking at Moose Jaw — recently. 
It was a terrible indictment. of the 
methods of the Liberal machine in 
that province. He proved, and he 
had facts and affidavits to back up 
his assertions, that the Seott  gov- 
ernment stole the election by the 
most despicable methods. 

This is how it was accomplished. 
When the new election law was pass- 
ed by the Legislature, just prior to 
the contest, it was so framed that 
to entitle a man to vote all that! 
was sufficient was for a man to have 
his name on the voters’ list. No 
voter could be challenged either as 
to his citizenship or his residential 
qualifications. A Voter with his 
name on the list could not be forced 
to take an oath as to his British 
citizenship. 

The object of this amendment is 
shown by the printed instructions 
which were sent out by one Liberal 
candidate, Cameron T.ochead. His 
signed instructions to his agents 
were as follows: 

“Remember every name on the list 
votes, no man not on the list can 
vote. Every man on the list is en- 
titled to vote whether he is natural- 
ized or not. If his name is on the 
list no one can stop his voting.” 

The registration clerks miade 
the lists and they proceeded 
ireely disfranchise British subjects, 
while hundreds who were not Brit-

Liberal candidate, admitted that 
the said thirty-one persons were not 
British subjects, but, being on the 
list, the onus was on us to prove

“As the only method provided for 
in the act to have — these 
struck off the list was to subpoena 
each one of these persons to appear 
at the revision at Radville, bringing 
them from twenty-live to thirty mil- 
es, and paying mileage and expenses, 
we could not pursue the matter fur- 
ther alone that line, but relied on 
the oath to prevent them from = vot- 
ing on election day. It subsequently 
developed that the clause of — the 
said oath requiring a voter to swear 
he was a British subject had been 
eliminated at the last session of the 
legislature. 

“That the said list of voters

And T make this solemn declara- 
tion, conscientiously helieving the 
same to be true, and knowing it: is 
of the same force and effect as if 
made under oath and by virtue of 
the Canada Fvidenee Act.

s The North Pole Melting 


A party of tourists sailing from 
Quebee for England, about, August J 
of this year, report having sighted 
from five to six hundred icebergs. 
many of them very large. The 
amount of ice that has come floating 
down from the far north in the past 
few years, and the low latitudes in 
which the icebergs have been seen by 
Navigators, is exciting interest and 
apprehension. The sinking of the 
steamer Titanic a year ago suddenly 
aroused attention to the gradually 
changing conditions taking place in 
the frozen north. 

It has been suggested that this was 
an important factor in the discovery 
of the poles, and that in time tropi- 
cal conditions will again prevail in 
both the Arctic and Antaretie reg- 
Jons, P, 

Many are not aware that at one 
time hot-house conditions — existed 
over the entire earth, produced by a 
“chnopy’” or ring of water about the 
planet, sindilar to that about Saturn. 
The sun shinging through this ring 
brought about the same effect as is 
caused by the sun's rays passing 
through the frosted glass of a green- 
house. This canopy of water,  des- 
cending upon the earth -in Noah's 
time, as recorded in the Holy Scrip- 
tures, resulted in violent climatic 
changes ; animals and plants then 
existing in the regions of the poles 
were suddenly frozen, and in some 
instances were encased in solid ice. 
In later years large coal deposits, 
and fine specimens of tropical plants 
and animals have been found in 
Spitzbergen, Northern Siberia, and 
the Antarctic continent.

MILLS AND PLANTS 
COMING T TO GANADA 


Result. of Gallanien: Provincial and 
Federal Protective Policies Ap- 
plied to Pulpwood 
According to a Montreal despatch 
to the Toronto Globe no industry in 
Quebec shows such _ phenomenal 
growth as the pulp and paper trade. 
It is only, however, within the past 
three or four years that this industry 
got upon its feet and received any 
attention from the business world. 
Previous to that time all the big mills 
on the continent were located south 
of the border, and the smaller Can- 
adian mills operating in a less re- 
munerative fleld, were unable to make 
much headway. Careless methods ot 
cutting and the heavy demands made 
upon the American forests practically 
exhausted their available supplies of 
pulpwood and they turned to Canada. 
For years American millowners were 
allowed to take out pulpwood from 
Quebec without let or hirdrance. 
Some two or three years ago Sir 
Lomer Gouin put into force a measure 
prohibiting the exportation of pulp- 
wood cut from Crown lands, which 
proved to be the beginning of the won- 
derful expansion of this industry. 
American manufacturers, knowing that 
they could not get pulpwood from 
Quebec Crown lands crossed the bor- 
der, bought up limits and located their 
mills on this side of the line. In one 
year following the passing of the mea- 
sure no less than nineteen pulp, paper 
and lumber companies were incorpor- 
ated in Quebec, with a total capitaliza- 
tion of $41,709,000. This capital came 
largely from the United States, Great 
Britain and France, although Can- 
adians contributed a_ considerable 
amount. Last year several of the 
newly-incorporated mills commenced 
production, while during 1918 a large 
number of others will commence ac: 

tive manufacturing. 

A gratifying feature of the statis- 
tios in regard to the consumption of 
pulpwood shows during the past year 
a total of 1,846,910 cords of pulpwood 
cut in Canada, 866,042 of. which were 
manufactured into pulp in Canadian 
mills, while 980,866 cords were ex- 
ported in the raw or unmanufactured 
state. The total cut for 1912 shows 
an increase of 214% per cent. over the 
figures for 1911, while the increase in 
the manufacture of pulpwood in Can- 
ada amounted to nearly 29 per cent., 
as compared with en increase in our 
exports of raw pulpwood of less than 
17 per cent. 

The importance of the pulp and 
paper industry to Canada is shown by 
the following table, which gives a 
total of 86 pulp and paper mills in 
Canada and Newfoundland, of which 
88 are located in Canada. The table 
follows:

Ontario and New’ Brunswick also 
have embargos on raw pulpwood prac- 
tically compelling foreign capital to 
sink their money on this side of the 
international border and thus build up 
and enrich Canada. Our protective 
tariff has served a similar purpose by 
causing the transfer qf many other 
classes of United States industries to 
this side of the line as many Eastern 
and Western towns know to their own 
advantage. 


IN BRITAIN 


Wages and Natlonal 
Unrest 


A London, WBngland, cable to the 
Toronto Star (Liberal) reads:— 

“The outbreak of small strikes in 
the Midlands has assumed proportions 
and the character of an epidemic. 
The most striking feature is the 
rapidity with which unrest springs up 
among the unskilled serfs of the black 
country. Whole masscs of the poor- 
est class of laborers, male and female, 
are out, and more are following dally. 
Their condition may be inferred from 
the fact of thetr having demanded a 
minimum wage of $5.76 a week, which 
means an advance of $1.26 over the 
present standard. The trouble is likely 
to spread further, for there has re- 
cently been a large but imperfectly 
known mushroom growth of trade 
unions among unskilled and unor- 
ganized workers. The truth is that 
some amelioration in the condition of 
this class {s long overdue. Only 
poverty and lack of combination has 
delayed the agitation for it so long.” 


Small Labor 


Sir Robert Perks, the prominent 
English Methodist and contractor, who 
has paid many business visits to Can- 
ada was interviewed recently on his 
return to the Old Land. He denied 
that the tariff had unduly raised the 
cost of living in the Dominion and 
declared that {t had certainly im- 
oroved the wages of workmen.

Dutics.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of thres years. A homesteader 
may live. within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in cach o: six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and- cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trists. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties.

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Special Council Meeting 
Tuesday Night 


TO DEAL WITH C. N. R. RIGHT-OF-WAY 


A special meeting of the City | 
Council was held oa Tuesday evening ; 


to consider the C.N.R. right-of-way 
situation. There were present the 
Mayor, Alderman Carseallen, Lord, 
Smith, Piper, Carswell, Botterill, 
Commissioner Stephenson and City 
Solicitor Greene. 

Correspondence was read from 
Osler, Hammond & Nanton, Winni- 
peg, agents of the Calgary and 
Edmonton townsite, and the 
city. Mr. Mitchell, the C. N. R. 


right-of-way agent at Winnipeg, ob- 
jected to the arrangement arrived 
at between the townsite agents and 
the city. This was: That the town- 
site people transfer to the C.N.R. a 
strip 200 feet in width abutting on 
the west side of Parkvale Ave., out 
of their uwnsubdivided land, in the 
centre of the city, stretching from 
Fifth St. North to Whskasoo Park— 
less the amount of land needed for 
the extensions of Ross St., 3rd St. 
North, and a street (6th St. South) 
cornering on Victor, which was to be 
given to the city in accordance with 
its 1911 agreement with the C.N.R. 
representatives. 

Mr. Mitchell’s contention is that 


the extension of Ross and Mann 
Streets never having been registered, 
the C.N.R. had a prior right over 


the city in the land required for 
these street extensions, but that 
they would allow the opening of 


Ross, 3rd St, North and Sixth St. 
South, subject. to their legal rights, 
on condition that the city abandon 
the clauses in the C.N.R. right-of- 
way agreement of 1911, providing 
that the C.N.R. buy lots 1 and 46, 
Block A, Parkvale, for the widening 
of Parkvale Ave., between Ross and 
Mann, and the C.N.R. carry — the 
whole cost of a subway on Ross, 
when such should be deemed _ neces- 
sary by the Dominion Board — of 
Railway Commissioners. This agree- 
ment has never been signed because 
the Council objected to an addition- 
al clause put in by the C.N.R. solic- 
itor that the city pay the cost of 
any damages caused by the building 
of the subway, which was not part 
of the original bargain. The C.N.R. 
Co. was changed to the C. N. West- 
ern Railway Co. also during the pro- 
longed negotMtions. 

The Council talked over the situ- 
ation until 10.30. The title of the 


corporation of Red Deer to Ross St. 


extension rested on the written 
promise of the townsite agents in 
11.05 that when next they registered 
a plan of their land in that vicinity, 
they would show Ross and Mann 
Sts. extended to Parkvale Ave. On 
this undertaking the city had laid 
water and sewer pipes on loss, and 
graded and laid sidewalks on Ross 
and Mann. In July, 1913, also, put- 
ting into writing the understanding 
arrived at by the Mayor and Alder- 


man Botterill in dr visit to the 
townsite agents at M.nnipeg, they 


forwarded a letter stating their in- 
tention to reserve land for the ex- 
tensions of Ross, 3rd St. N. and 6th 
St. S., the streets agreed on with 
the C.N.R. to be left open, and 
would transfer the rest of the strip 
to the C.N.R. It is this arrange- 
ment to which the C.N.R. object, 
and apparently they will not aceept 


transfer of anything short of the 
whole solid strip, as they hold they 
can expropriate any such land not 
transferred, for streets. They will 
grant crossings at Ross, 3rdSt. 
N., and Sixth St. S,, but only on 
condition of conserving their legal 


rights therein, and the city abandon- 
ing the subway and Parkvale Ave. 
extension clauses, which were in the 
agreement of July, 1911, to which 
the C.N.R. representatives agreed, 
and in the agreement forwarded by 
the C.N.R. solicitors to the city for 
signature. 

The Council were inclined to the 
view that there were two clements 
in the situation—one of the city’s 
legal posit:on in regard to its sight 
{o its streets under the = engage- 
ments of the townsite trustees and 
the C.N.R., and one of the — policy 
of the city towards the C.N.R. en- 
trance and the release of the Com- 
pany from the engagements of their 
representatives in regard to the Ross 
©t. subway and the Parkvale Ave. 
wid ning. Whether the city should 
elaim Ross and Mann extensions in 
accordance with the 1905 letter of 
the townsite trustees, or claim Ross, 
3rd St. N. and 6th St. S.. in ac- 


cordance with the C.N.R. agreement 
of July, 1911, and the townsite trus- 
tees letter of July, 19138, were de- 
bated at some length. It was fin- 
ally decided that the solicitor he 


instrueted to file caveats on the land 
required for -the extension of all 
four streets, leaving the courts to 
decide which streets the city was 
entitled to.. As to the matter of pol- 
icy in reeard to the C.N.R. secking 
ahatement of the two most onerous 
clauses—to them—of the right-of-way 
throuch the city agreement, that 
was left over until the legal points

were cleared up. As the C.N.R. may 


have spent nearly $50,000 extra in 
the quicksand a mile or so north of 
the Red Deer river to get a_ stable 
track, with the end not yet, it was 
felt that this may have had some- 
thing to do, along with their prior 
registration of the land required for 
the street extensions, with the de- 
mand for release from their obliga- 
tions of .1911. The city agreed to 
close certain streets for certain con- 
siderations, the C.N.R. say ; we find 
that they. had no right whatever to 
these streets and consequently could 
not deliver what. they did not pos- 
sess, consequently the considerations 
offered by the C.N.R. therefore are 
void. The city says it agreed to 
“permit the closing’? of certain 
streets, and that it has full title to 
Ross and Mann and Third North by 
engagement with the townsite trus- 
tees, by improvements made thereon, 
and by use of the same, the C. & EE. 
townsite trustees paying their sewer 
and water frontage on the Ross St. 
extension ever since the mains were 
laid to Parkvale.

North Red Beer 
Assessment 


On Friday afternoon,the 5th inst., 
His Honor Judge Lees held Court in 
the village oflice to hear the ap- 
peals against the decisions of the 
Court of Revision, but, owing to the 
failure of the appellants to appear, 
His Honor confirmed the assessments 
in every case. 

Notice of appeal had been received 
from the Solicitors for the exeeutors 
of the estate of Mrs. Annie A. 
Moore, deceased, whose total assess- 
ment amounted to $185,000. 9 Phis 
amount was reduced by the Court. of 
Revision about $7,500 by taking the 
acreage as shown by a special sur- 
vey made by Messrs. Seymour & 
Dawe and allowing for the C.N.R. 
right-of-way. 

The total assessment of the village 
for 1913 now stands at $621,793 bas- 
ed on Jand values alone, an increase 
of $80,000 over the assessment of 
1912, on which the rate was struck. 
But this does not represent an ac- 
tual increase in value of that amount 
over last year, as last year's assess- 
ment contained a number of  dupli- 


cations as well as omissions and 
shortage in acreage. 

The Couneil will now go ahead 
with the estimates and resolve on 


the tax rate. Next meeting of Coun- 
cil will be on Monday, the 15th, at 
8 o'clock p.m.
